the rich Matanuska coal reserves of 
Alaska along- the same lines as were 
later followed in the Teapot Dome 01! 
lease.

THE CAUSE OF AXKMIA 


Absence of sunlight is one of the most important 


causes of anemia or weak blood. People shut it 
out of the home, because It fades the rugs or some- 
thing or because other people do. Window shades 
and shutters are worn just because they are tho 
fashion and not became they arc needed. Sunlight 
is as essential for tho production of the coloimg 
matter of the blood (hemoglobin) as it is for the 
production of the coloring matter of plants (chlor- 
ophyl.) 
Those whoso occupation keeps them shut 


in all day allows they to go home only after sun- 
down, and requires them to be at work before the 
sun is high enough to give strong light are pretty 
sure to be anemic.

great grandfathers. 


The excessive use of cathartics helps to cause 


anemia. 
Castor oil, for Instance, usually causes 


blood corpuscles to apear in the evacuations; so does 
calomel. And salts are notorious for weakening the 
blood. Tet lots of people take salts because they 
have backache which they mistakenly attribute to 
kidney trouble—backache which spells anemia. 


Internal bleeding hermorrhoids fiequently cause

Toxemia, (poison in the blood) from insid-
